The 
featherweight 
champ i’bn 
from Los Angeles scored his 27th 
knockout in 28 bouts last night 
when Venturi, lying flat on his 
back groaning "foul”, was counted 
out at 2:49 of the sixth round be­ 
fore 12,572 spectators in Madison 
Square Garden. 
The outcome is sure to cause 
serious repercussions, and may be 
just the spark that will set off a 
proposed investigation of boxing 
by a spe<$:al state legislative com­ 
mittee. 
It also added fuel to the 
feud for control of boxing between 
Promoters Mike Jacobs and Jim­ 
my Johnston. 
Another Louis-Pastor Bout 
It is misleading to refer to the 
'match aa a fight because it never 
was one. It started aa a marathon 
with Armstrong trying to catch up 
with an ever retreating Venturi, 
and it ended as a fiasco. It waul a 
repetition of the 
Joe Lduis-Bob 
Pastor bout for six rounds—until 
"Homicidal Hennery” fcaught his 
man with a questionable blow. 
From the first round, when the 
former lightweight titleholder from 
Italy got on his bicycle, it was evi­ 
dence he was in there to stay the 
distance. Except for a few flicking 
left jabs, and counters, 
Venturi 
confined his activity to footwork. 
Henry nearly caught 
him in the 
fourth. 
He landed a hard right 
hook to the chin that buckled En­ 
rico’s knees, but the Italian pre­ 
vented a knockdown by falling for­ 
ward on his hands and knees. 
Four times Venturi complained 
of Armstrong's low blows. But only 
once did Referee 
Art- 
Donovan 
judge them low enough to consti­ 
tute a foul. 
He awarded the fifth 
to Enrico on a low blow for the 
Italians only score of the match. 
Lands Lew Blew in Clinch 
In the sixth, Henry, apparently 
infuriated at Venturi’s refusal to 
make a fight of it, rushed his op­ 
ponent madly, throwing punches 
from every direction. 
It was in a 
clinch that the blow landed below 
Venturi’s belt line, and he gave no 
visible signs of being hurt until 
after Referee Donovan separated 
them 
and 
his 
seconds 
began 
screaming “Foul, Foul!” 
Several 
seconds elapsed, according to this 
writer's estimate, before he drop­ 
ped to his knees, rolled over and 
stretched full length on his back. 
If Venturi had remained on his 
feet Donovan might have given 
him a few seconds to recover such 
as he allowed Middleweight Cham­ 
pion Freddie Steele hi last Friday 
night’s bout with Fred Apostoli. 
As it was he had no alternative ex­ 
cept to start counting when the 
Italian went down and# refused to 
get up. At the count of ’ten ” En­ 
rico got up unaided, looked around 
then sunk to the floor again. Don­ 
ovan walked over and held Arm­ 
strong’s hand up in token of vic­ 
tory.

In a way 
Cotton’s victory over Shute furth­ 
ered his fame more than did the 
winning of the Open.

statement that Denny, as twice

Little Best at Match Play 
But was he? 
I don’t think so.

ALLEY OOP 
Road Service

With January th* Ideal month 
to set out fruit trees many ad­ 
ditions are being made to city lot 
plantings. 
Peaches picked from 
the trees with warm summer sun 
have a flavor all their own and 
the peach tree is a backyard fav­ 
orite. 
The peach Is not a short-lived 
tree in California. 
Many in the 
state are said to be 6S years old. 
If peach trees are in a favorable 
location, are not pruned improp­ 
erly making wounds 
which 
may 
penetrate and descend to the root, 
and have the correct soil condi­ 
tions, they will live many, many 
years. 
4 
Edward J. Wtokson in “Califor­ 
nia 
Fruits 
and 
How to Grow 
Them,” available at the Santa Ana 
library, recommends planting year­ 
ling peach trees. 
“When the tree is set out cut 
back to a single bud the laterals 
which are desired to form the 
head and remove the others,” he 
says. 
“If there is a dormant bud 
on the stem where a branch is de­ 
sired and it is obstinate in not 
starting, a cross cut through the 
bark just above it may concentrate 
pressure and force the bud out. 
“The best peach soils are light, 
deep loams rather dry than moist, 
and under all circumstances well 
drained. 
It will thrive on land 
with a 
considerable 
mixture 
of 
coarse sand or gravel, provided it 
contains also needed elements of 
fertility. 
The rapid growth and 
heavy foliage of the peach re­ 
quires abundant nutrition and it 
likes best fine sediment in which 
to grow.- 
The tree should be planted in 
loose deep soil, well worked deep 
I 
enough to receive the roots with­ 
out cramping them or folding them 
over. 
However, if the soil is of 
dose texture care must be taken 
to provide drainage as the soil 
will hold the water and the roots 
of the young tree will soak in the 
accumulated moisture, in time dy­ 
ing from the treatment. In digging 
the holt place the top soil on one 
side and the under layer on an­ 
other. When planting the tree place 
the top soil around the roots and 
use the lower soil to fill up the 
hole. 
Manure sjhould not be placed in 
the hole with the tree but should 
be spread around on the ground 
after planting. 
A few gallons of 
water may be poured in the hole 
after the roots are spread out and 
the hole place the top soil on one 
the water has 
soaked 
into 
the 
ground, fill the hole with fine earth 
without tamping it down. 
Deep 
planting is not recommended and 
the depth at which the tree grew 
In the nursery is considered a good 
oaaAn important point in peach cul­ 
ture, says Wickson, is irrigation. 
Enough water should be used early 
im the season for bearing trees to 
make watering unnecessary within 
* three weeks of 
ripening 
of 
the 
fruit. 
Proper thinning will insure 
else and proper irrigation good 
quality.

TELLS HOIN TO 
TRENT SEEDS 


Seed treatment is resorted to for 
two 
reasons: 
To 
hasten 
germ i­ 
nation and to combat certain di­ 
seases. 
Seeds the home gardener has oc­ 
casion to treat are comparatively 
few, and the subject of flower and 
vegetable seed treatment may be 
completely, though briefly, covered 
here. 
Mere Rapid Germination 
Chip or nick the seed coat of the 
following flower seeds: 
Lathryus 
(perennial sw eet pea), the lupins. 


moonflower, 
all 
morning 
glories, 
and annual sw eet peas. Be careful 
to chip only the seed coat, for the 
interior of the seed must not be 
damaged. 
Remove the tough outer shell of 
abronia 
(sand 
verbena), 
castor 
bean, nasturtium and momordica. 
Soak in water for 12 hours the 
following flower seeds: 
Canna lily. 
Job’s tears, sw eet pea, perennial 
sw eet pea, all morning glories, and 
momordica. 
Seeds of asparagus, a vegetable 
grown by some as a decorative 
plant, should be soaked in water for 
ii hours. 
Use ths same precedure 
with okra seed. 
For Preventing Disesse: 
To combat black rot and black 
leg, soak the following refutable 
seeds in hot water kept at exactly 
122 
degrees 
F. 
for 
precisely 
SO 
minutes: Broccoli, brussels sprouts, 
cabbage, cauliflower, and collards. 
To prevent damping off, shake or 
dust seeds of egg plant and pepper 
in copper oxide. 
To 
encourage 
germination 
and 
prevent damping off, treat seeds 
according to directions with com ­ 
mercial 
mercuric 
dusts 
such 
as 
Semesan, 
following 
directions 
on 
package in which material Is pur­ 
chased.

Pruning Shrubs 
Probably no gardening process is 
so little understood or so much 
abused as that of pruning. 
On 
every hand we see shrubs which 
have been pruned not w isely but 
too well. 
And however one may 
feel toward the old saying that It 
it is better to have loved and lost 
than ne’er to have loved at all, the 
same principle most decidedly does 
not apply to pruning. 
’T’were far 
better not to prune at all than to 
cut and hack your boor bush in the 
wrong places. 
“Prune 
heavily” 
your 
garden 
book advises. 
“This shrub needs 
heavy pruning," says your garden 
club speaker. 
And you go out in 
your garden determined to do your 
duty by your bushes, 
and 
after 
casting a despairing 
and 
bew il­ 
dered 
eye 
upon 
their 
tangled 
branches, you get panicky and fall 
upon them with the clippers, and, 
often indeed, sad 
is 
the 
result 
thereof. 
I speak feelingly, 
rem em bering 
with shame the abelia whose grace­ 
ful shape I ruined by pruning all 
the branches off at the top; the 
Bridal Wreath which bloomed so 
scantily because I trimmed It in 
the winter time; the diosma which 
I nearly killed by a frantic cutting 
of all its fine twigs. 
So I say to 
you. Dear Gardeners, if you aren't 
sure how to prune your shrubs, 
leave them peacefully alone until 
you find out. 
Haste Net Advised 
Then, again, one should not be 
too hasty in pruning. 
Most shrubs 
should be left alone for tw o or 
three years to become well estab­ 
lished before any cutting is done. 
However, in our favorable clim ate 
growth Is so luxurious that unless 
some restraint la put upon a shrub 
it will completely outgrow its posi­ 
tion. 
A wise pruning Is therefore 
necessary to keep It within bounds. 
The natural growing habit of the 
shrub should always be respected, 
and pruning should not consist of 
cutting the branches hack all over 
the plant In the endeavor to keep 
It in the desired space, but rather 
the cutting out of old branches, 
allowing the newer ones to follow 
their natural growth, which in so 
many shrubs gives us the graceful 
arching which is one of the shrub’s 
chief charms, 
Fall or winter, when 
they are 
most nearly dormant, Is the time 
we prune most shrubs. 
The im ­ 
portant exception being the spring 
flowsring shrubs, which should be 
pruned 
immediately 
after 
they 
have bloomed. 
Take 
the 
Bridal 
W reath, for 
instance, 
and 
other 
spring blooming spireas: the for­ 
sythia; that charming shrub, fab- 
riana, with its heath-like foliage 
and lovely little white bell-flowars; 
and 
many 
other 
shrubs 
which 
brighten our spring gardens. 
After 
they have bloomed — immediately 
after—cut the oldest branches hack 
to stubs 6 to 8 inches long. 
Erica 
melanthera, which Is now making 
a m ist of soft rosy mauve In many I 
gardens, should also be pruned im- 
j 
m ediately it has ceased flowering. 
Cut the branches back to below the 
flowering part of the spike. 
New 
growth which will follow such cut­ 


ting will give you an abundance of 
bloom next spring. 
Best Methods 
This method, known as 
“thin­ 
ning o u t,' is the pruning best s u it­ 
ed for most 
of 
our 
California 
shrubs. 
For instance, the coton- 
easters and pyrancanthas; cut out 
the old branches which have borne 
berries to within 6 or 8 inches of 
their base. 
Bear this in mind, and 
cut branches in 
this 
way 
when 
using the 
berries 
for 
decoration. 
D uranta plumeri, the “Golden Dew 
Drop," needs the same treatm ent. 
With the hydrangea, after flower 
heads have dried, cut all 
stems 
which have flowered hack to two 
buds. 
Veronicas, which get so u n ­ 
tidy, should have the 
old 
flower 
branches cut well down Into the 
bush. 
The 
sheila, 
which 
should 
be 
pruned now, should not be trimmed 
back from the tips, as I did mine, 
thereby producing a sort of feather- 
duster effect at the ends of long 
bare branches, but should be pruned 
by the “thinning out" method, the 
old canes, which are to come out 
being easily distinguished by their 
grayish color as contrasted with 
the warm brown of newer growth. 
Cut these old canes to about 8 
inches of the ground. 
The 
buddleas 
require 
severe 
pruning to insure Ane bloom. 
In 
your young buddlea select 3 or 4 
main stems, and cut theses to about 
three feet from the ground. 
Cut 
any other branches to short stubs. 
A vigorous new* growth will give 
you finer flowers. 
Of course, the 
bush will look hare for a short p er­ 
iod. 
An alternate method with the 
“Sum m er Lilac" Is to thin out a 
little of the old wood every three 
months. 
By this means the shrub 
may 
be" kept 
always green 
and 
blooming. 
Installment Plan 
The “Lion's 
Tail” 
is 
another 
shrub which profits by this install­ 
ment plan pruning. 
Every 3 or 4 
m onths cut out some of the old­ 
est stems which bear the dried seed 
receptacles. 
Cut to a 6 or 7 inch 
atub. 
Abutilon, the "Flowering Maple,” 
can be kept fresh by thinning out a 
few of the old branches every three 
months. 
Plumbago, which gets in 
such a snarl lf left to Its own de­ 
vices, can be kept within bounds 
by cutting out some of the old 
branches every winter 
Lantanas, 
also, m ay be kept going by re ­ 
moving the oldest wood every few 
months. 
Older plants which have 
been neglected may be trimmed all 
over, back to the desired height. 
Many shrubs require practically 
no pruning. 
The camellia is one. 
needing nothing unless the removal 
of any branch 
which 
spoils 
the 
sym m etry of thes hruh. 
Gardenias 
need no more trim m ing than 
is 
given 
in 
the 
careful 
cutting 
of 
their bloasoming stems. 
Need Little Pruning 
The pretty grevillla thelleman- 
niana will not stand heavy p ru n ­ 
ing. If necessary to cut out a w ay­ 
ward branch, cut down deep into 
the buah. 
Hakeas 
and 
Cariasa 
(Jrandiflora 
(the Natal Plum) do 
not need much, if any, cutting. The 
California lilacs should be thinned

Chorizema is short lived, 
though delightful, and resents heavy 
pruning. 
Cut the branchlet* back 
about one-third of their length a f ­ 
ter flowering. Diosma may be killed 
by too drastic pruning. 
Best give 
a light tip trim m ing in mid-winter, 
cutting off about two inches all 
over the little bush. 
The accum ulated 
knowledge of 
shrubs gathered through the inti­ 
macy of working with them over a 
period of years will show you each 
one’s likes and dislike* in this m a t­ 
ter of pruning. 
Meantime, for 
those new In gardening, I would 
commend a little book “How to 
Prune W estern Shrubs," w ritten a 
couple of years ago by Mr. R. S a n ­ 
ford Martin. 
It undoubtedly is in 
your public library, 
It gives in 
detail the best w ay—Illustrated—to 
prune most of our familiar shrubs. 
I have been reading it, to confirm 
w hat pruning knowledge I gained 
through much 
sad experience of 
doing everything the wrong way in 
my early gardening days in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The 
suggestions 
given 
above 
are 
all 
approved 
by 
Mr. 
Martin, 
and 
I 
tru st may 
be of 
some slight help to you. 
More 
power 
to 
the 
pruning 
shears—and 
better bushes 
in all 
gardens for 1938. 


RAPID GROWTH 


T reatin g 
cuttings, 
e«pecllaly 
chrysanthem um s 
and 
carnations 
with auxilin, a chemical prepara­ 
tion designed to speed root growth, 
is an experim ent which was suc­ 
cessfully conducted by Mrs. V. C. 
Shlppee, Orange, last year and one 
which she expects to continue the 
present year. 
Mrs. .Shippee treated chrysanthe­ 
m um cuttings with the chemical in 
July, the plants producing beauti­ 
ful and unusually large blooms early 
in the fall, at the same time cu t­ 
ting! set out from two to three 
m onths earlier were in bloom. 
In giving a talk at a recent m eet­ 
ing of the Orange W oman’# club 
Garden section, Mrs. Hhippee told 
of the use of the solution which 
speeds root growth. 
Ordinary w a t­ 
er is added to the chemical and the 
cuttings are allowed to soak in it. 


Th* tim* which th* cuttings u n 
to remain In th* water depends on 
th* natur* of th* plant, ii was 
pointed out. directions which come 
with ths chemical, a commercial 
product, 
specifying 
the 
proper 
length of tim* for Immersion and 
give other directions. 
For both 
cuttings 
with 
which 
Mrs. 
Shippe* 
experimented, 
slip* 
were soaked for 24 hours before 
being set out and 
remained for

UP FROM THE ASHES 


It is interesting to learn that dirigible 
service across the Atlantic soon will be in 
full swing again. The American Zeppelin 
Transport company announces that lighter- 
than-air ships, using American-produced 
helium, will re-establish passenger service 
from Germany to the United States in May. 
The important thing her*1 is not whether 
lighter-than-air ocean flight is more effi­ 
cient, but Hie fact that aerial pioneers have 
the courage to rise up from a staggering 
disaster such as the Hindenburg crash and 
start all over again. 
We pause to wonder what would be the 
transportation situation in America today if 
the automobile had been discarded after the 
first few fatal crashes? What would the 
railroads be today if after a few wrecks in 
the early days the idea had been abandoned. 
Would we be traveling across the continent 
in less than 12 hours if we had quit flying 
after a few planes in the pioneer days had 
crashed? 


CONGRESS CAN WORK NOW 


With the Supreme Court fight out of the 
way, as it must be now with the retirement 
of Associate Justice Sntherland, it is hoped 
the nation will get some of the things it 
needs. 
Liberals, of course, are shouting hozannas 
over the retirement of the conservative Jus­ 
tice Sutherland, knowing that President 
Roosevelt now may appoint a justice whose 
views are more in line with the principles 
which he espouses. Presumably the Presi­ 
dent now will be content to let the court en­ 
largement plan go by the boards, and that 
will be a major relief to those who feared he 
might bring the matter before Congress 
again at this next session. 
Congress wasted almost all of its regular 
session last year in bickering and arguing 
over the court plan. Virtually every piece of 
major legislation was stalemated or side­ 
tracked because members of the House and 
Senate were so intent on the court fight that 
they couldn’t take time to act on construc­ 
tive legislation. 
The country needs new tax legislation. It 
needs a Congress that will buckle down to 
the job of formulating a government labor 
policy which will ease this constant em- 
plover-employe bickering and this inter­ 
necine labor warfare. It needs an intelligent 
approach to such matters as monopoly and 
anti-trust legislation, the armament and de­ 
fense situation, and foreign affairs.

TWO KINDS OF MONOPOLIES? 


The government is preparing an aggres­ 
sive legal drive against companies which 
allegedly have conspired in restraint of trade 
violation of the anti-trust laws. The public 
supports government action in preventing 
such abases, but it may find it hard to recon­ 
cile the anti-monopoly drive with certain 
other governmental actions of recent years. 
For example, a large number of states 
have passed so-called “fair trade acts,” all 
of which are similar in wording and identical 
in purpose, and which permit manufacturers 
of trade-marked articles to arbitrarily fix 
the minimum prices at which they may be 
sold at retail. The Federal government has 
given its official blessing to these statutes, 
through the Miller-Tydings Act. What could 
do more to violate the spirit of the anti­ 
rust laws, which were passed in the interest 
of free and honest competition, than this? 
Theoretically, it is perfectly possible for ; 
another manufacturer of a well-known com- i 
peting product to lower his prices and thus 
cut into the sale of the price-fixed product. 
Realistically, it is considerably more likely 
that many manufacturers of similar products 
will engage in “gentlemen’s agreements” 
whereby prices are fixed, and middleman and 
retailer may be forced to collect an exces- 
si\ e profit at the public’s expense. 
By ail means, let the government fight 
combinations in restraint of trade. But the 
role of government in this drama would be 
more ethical if it had not encouraged mon­ 
opoly bv placing the protection of the law 
about price-fL\ing.
